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B ears started the season with great determination and ended with improvements. 

Though the Bears’ 3-5 record might not say much for the team, their heart spoke 
volumes during the times of victory and their tenacious attitude was shown through 
the tough losses. Despite finishing at the bottom of the South Division Standings, the 
Bears picked up big wins over the season, such as a 45-35 defeat of rival Copiah- 
Lincoln Community College. The Copiah-Lincoln Wolfpack were ranked 9th in the 
NJCAA poll entering the game, which made it a huge win for the Bears in front of a capacity crowd 
at John I. Hurst Stadium. “We knew Co-Lin had some pretty good defensive linemen. However, our 
linemen stuck together, played together, and communicated with each other and got on their blocks,” 
said quarterback De’Angelo Ballard. 

The Bears also accomplished a 38-14 come-from-behind win on homecoming week over East 
Central Community College. Trailing 14-10 at halftime, the Bears scored 28 unanswered points in the 
second half, and acquired their third win of the season. “That is one thing you want to see as a coach: 
their improvement. We teach our players to find something in themselves as a player that they can get 
better at. We certainly have a long way to go and there is a lot of improvement that can be done, but 
right now we’re headed in the right direction,” said head Coach Tucker Peavey. 

Quarterback De’Angelo Ballard finished the season with 827 passing yards, 753 rushing 
yards, and 14 touchdowns overall. Runningback Chris Jones ran for 981 yards off of 161 carries, and 
averaged over 120 yards per game with 6 touchdowns on the season. Kicker Reed James finished the 
season making all 26 of his PAT attempts and also going 6 of 10 in field goal attempts, with 43 yards 
being his longest. For two straight months, James was named an honoree of the Fred Mitchell Award, 
which recognizes place-kickers for their excellence on the football field and in the community. The 
Bears never failed to make the students proud, win or lose.

college toward a bright future. This was a year of exciting progress and many 
positive outcomes. SMCC continued to attract top-quality students from our local 
area as well as many other parts of Mississippi and surrounding states. With 
Dr. Bishop’s support, Phi Theta Kappa members participated in regional, state, 
and international meetings. The Student Success Center continued to flourish by 
providing services to many more students to support academic success in the classroom. 

Through the SMCC Foundation, many projects were completed including 
purchasing an electronic scoreboard for the football field, placing signage around campus 
on streets and buildings, renovating and furnishing the lobby of the women’s dormitory, 
and purchasing a new golf cart for recruiting and transporting visitors around campus. The 
Bear Backer Club, the athletic fundraising arm of the SMCC Foundation, continued to be 
extremely successful this year as well.

The management of timber and the beautification of the campus were also 
important ongoing projects in 2014-2015. Dr. Bishop continued to represent SMCC 
on many state and local boards. He was recently appointed by Governor Phil Bryant 
to serve on the State Workforce Investment Board (SWIB) in addition to his continued 
chairmanship of the State Community College Athletic Committee. In support of our 
community, Dr. Bishop was appointed to Pike County Chamber of Commerce Board and 
continued to serve on the Pike County Airport Board. He also remained active in the 
McComb Rotary Club. Dr. Bishop stated, “We have the best administrators, faculty, staff, 
and Board of Trustees serving the greatest students in the best community. It continues 
to be my honor and privilege to be a part of this team as we work together to serve our 
students, our institution, our community, and our state.”

Some of his hobbies included playing soccer, spending time with family, and reading drilling books of which he considered 
his Bible. At Southwest, Fernando worked diligently to obtain his Associate’s Degree in Well Construction. Once finished with school, 
Fernando planned to go back to Honduras and drill water well all year long and provide water for the poverished communities of 
Honduras. Fernando said that he would like to thank Clinton Dunn, Well Construction Technology intructor, for being more than just 
a teacher, but a friend and mentor to whom he considered to be a great friend. Without his teaching and encourgament and the help of 
Primero Agua, Fernando said that he would not have been able to attend Southwest.
